DEFEAT OF A MONUPOLY,

A short time before the close of (he
Harrison administration Attorney Gen.
eral Miller institated a snit In the United
States elrenit court at Boston ngninst
the American Bell Telephone company,
praying that what Is known ns the
Berliner patents for a combined tele.
phone and telegraph system, nssignoed
Yo that company, be declared volil, The
government presonted o very strong
case, o chilef polnt in which was that
the patents were lmproperly issued, the
commissioner  having  exeeoded  hig
power, amd there were charges of mis-
represontation and questionable meth-
ods on the part of the company In pro-
curing the Issne of the patents. As ro-
vorded in the dispatches gf vesterday, a
devision has Just been rendered in the
cise, aind 1t is ndverse to the company,
the fivst defent, we belleve, the groat
telephone monopoly hins ever wet with,
In rondering  the deeiston  the court
suld that the course pursued by the
American Bell Teleplivne company per-
it the inference of dishonesty, aud
that, therefore, there should e o de-
cree that the patent fn guestion was
volll and shall De delivered ap amd ean-
celled,

OF conrge the monopoly will not prost
with this, but will carry the ense to
the higher conrts, smee the value of
the potent involved ig sald to e &5,-
000000, nud that amount is doubtless
an underestimnte, for with the patent
secnred o it the company wonld  re
fain the audisturbod monopoly of the
fleld for the next fifteen years, The
decisfon against it in the eirenit court,
however, warrants the hope that It will
meet defont in the higher courts, and
althongh it miny be several years before
this is realized  the promise of it is
encouraging, at any rate to those who
are paying an excessive annual tribute
to the monopoly. 1t is nlso a reassur-
ing fact that at Inst o conrt hag been
fomd with the cournge to deelde ad-

versely  to this  powerful  ecompany,
whieh hns heretofore had  evervthing
its own way nnd hias seemed, by reason
of  dts  vast wealth and  intlu-
ence,  to be  dmpreguable.  No  mo-
nopoly  has  heen more  merciless

than this in Inying the Ameriean people
uder teibute, so that every member of
it hns become very vich in o few years,
It may be quite natural that these men
shionld desive to continue reaping the
splendid harvest whieh thelr monopoly
gives them, but they should not be
permitted to do this by any such ille-
githmote means as  they  are  clearly
shown to have usid In connection with
the Rorliner patents.  We belleve that
the decision rendered by Jodge Car-
penter is fully  justitiecd by the faets
as set forth by Attorney General Miller
amd absolutely sound, and it 18 to be
vegietted that such is the law's delay
that it may be several years before the
ciase is linally disposed of,

OoUR COMMERCIAL CONFLICTS.

Among the unfortunnte fruits of the
democratic tarll policy not the least
serlous are the commercial conflicts in
which it has involved us with other
countries. In consequence of Imposing
a discriminating duty on German sugar
our eattle have been excluded from
that market, and we are threatened
with a more extended policy of retalia-
tion Ir that duty is not abandoned.
Joined with Germany in the retalination
Is Denmark, and how soon other coun-
tries on the continent will fall into line
no one can tell, In addition to this we
are Involved in a controversy with
Spain, growing out of the imposition
of exeesslve duties upon Imports from
the TUnited States into Spain.  Accord-
ing to advices from Washington this
ditfleulty has reached a point justifying
our government in informing the Span-
Ish government that persistence In ox-
ucting the diseriminating duties would
be' regarded as inviting the exercise by
the president of the power of retallntion
conferred upon him by law. It appears
that Spain bhas two tarill schedules and
that she has been collecting the maxi-
mum duties on imports into Cuba from
this country while applying the mini-
mum  dutles to Canadian produets in
competition with ours. Thus American
flonr has been shut out of the Cuban
markef, of which it had practically a
monopoly for several years under the
reciprocity  agreement, and In  other
things our export trade with that islund
hns Inrvgely fallen off, Appeal and re-
monstrance having falled to accomplish
nnything it is now proposed to attempt
to bring the Spanish government to
terms by entering upon a commercial
contlict, the effect of which might be
as dnmaging to our Interests as to those
of Spaln.  Can it be possible that the
party in power hopes to extend the
markets for Awmerlcan products by this
means? Is @it the part of wisdom to
open o trade war with the rest of the
worlid when our agricultural producers
arve suffering tfrom the most serlous -
pression they have ever experienced?

The whole tronble procecds from the
abandonment of the reclprocity policy,
Had that judicions plan of commercial
expansion been adhered to there would
be no controversy with Spain, our eat-
e would "not be excluded from Ger-
many and Denmark, and we would not
stand In danger of a policy of retalin-
tion from other countries. At the be-
gluning of next year Brazil will renew
the former tarift duties on our products
and our exports to that country will
decline, The course of these conntrios is
entlrely natural, 1t wias to have been
expected,  In the ense of Spain, she
neads all the revenue that can be ab-
tnined  from Cuban imporis, withont
too greatly oppressing the people, and
while It may appear unfair to discrimin-
ate agalnst the United S8tates in the levy-
Ing of duties it is not inexplicable under
the clremmnsiances,  We had an agree-
ment with that country which was mu-
tunlly advantageous to the people of
Cuba and to our own people.  Under i
ourexports to that sland were largely
lnereased and I8 people obiained our
products on wore favorable terms thay
before. Whether satisfnctory or not to
Spain, and there was a good deal of
popular opposition to 1f there, that gov-
ernment had never indicated any desire
to have It terminated. It was aban-
doned by this government, and with
that action we at least lmpaired our
clalm to further consideration, It gave

r

the Spanish government good renson for
a loss of confidence Il us, for when
an agreement of this kind 18 contingent
npon the tenvre of a politienl party In
control of the government and may be
ruthlessly overturned by its successor

there ean e Hitle confidence n the
atability of any arvrangemoent, If Can-
nda has been able to offect an ol

rantageous commeorcial arenngement it
I8 doubtless becanse Spain hns groater
faith in that country mnlntnining It
Perlitipg we have a good ground of com-
plaint, but our own mistaken poliey s
respousible for shifting the advantage
we enjoyed to our nelghbors,

It Is to be apprehended that notliing
Wil be done by the party in power to
remedy this condition of affpits and
that before that party can be driven
from power we shiall be in commerceinl
contlicts with hall the world, It = an
unfortunnte situntion  and the ontlook
for our still depressed industeial and
ngricnltural interests I8 made less proms
ising by i, Yet the countey wias ns-
sured that the democratic policy would
largely inerenge our forelen trde,

GIVING THEIR (CASE AWAY.

When Mre W, V. Morse joggel Com-
missloner Ut for his masterly inpetiv-
ity In conunection with the state fale
movement in the Commercial eluly meot-
ing lust week he touched the boll-cord
that should have bLeen pulled months
ugo, It is well known in (nside cireles
or the Commereial elub that My, Utt is
n Burlington man from the soles of s
feet to the erown of his head. He was
brought to Omahn and made fredght
commissioner for the bamboozled job-
bers by Burlington inftuence aud it must
be said to his eredit that he has bheen
loyal to the interest to which he owes
his position.  That fact was clearly
shown in the hearing of the maxhnum
ffe contest in owhich Mr Utt's partial
testimony and fictitious  computations
have been quoted by Judge Brewer in
support of the raflrond side of the con-
tention.  And it is not to be expected
that the B, & M. lpopard would ehange
his spots by an application of Omaha
Commereinl elub patut. 1t may as well
be sald now ns Inter that Mr. Utt has
been elosely identitied with the Boeling-
ton beach junta, which is pulling every
string within reach to have the state
falr perpetunlly Joeated at Lineoln. In
view of the fact (hat Burlington officials
at headguarters in Omaba as well as
Burlington officials at Lineoln are co-
partners and co-workers in the Burling-
ton beach saline land gohble it should
be manifest even to a blind man that
the promoters of the state fair location
nt Omala are giving their ense away
when they place their proposition into
the hands of Mr. Utt. At Lincoln they
are being laughed at as a set of bloom-
ing idiots, >

The Bee regrets exceedingly that 1t is
compelled to pull the bell rope nnd
sound the signal of distress, It may do
no good at this late juncture, but will
save a good deal of useless exertion.
If there is any show for Omaha in this
project it must elther place a man at
the head who has no Burlington strings
to him. or make its terms with Mr.
Holdrege. That is exaetly the size of
the situntion and there I8 no unse of
foollug nway precious time that could
be devoted to some other profect. So
far as Mr. Utt is concerned, he is ut-
terly unrelinble when any scheme is
devised for the commerclal adyantage

IS 1T A CONSPIRACY?

The treasury gold reserve s steadily
running down, being now several mil-
lions below the amount which should
be maintained for the purpose of re-
demption and keeping good the credit
of the government. This depletion Is
due to the eastern banks. These in-
stitutions, having parted with a large
amount of their gold to pay for the last
issne of bonds by the government,
either on thelr own account or that of
their customers, now appear to be en-
gaged in restoring the gold to thelr
\'ll'lllh.l. for what purpose, except the
gratifiention of hoarding the specie, is
not apparvent. There is nothing in the
financial situntion to create any anxlety
which would justify the banks in ae-
cumulating gold. No danger exists of
stiver legislation, notwithstanding the
proposed efforts of some of the free sil-
ver men to get some sort of a measure
through congress. In the first place,
there is hardly a possibility of the sue-
cess of such efforts, and if any silver
legislntion should be passed by congress
It would be killed by the president, As
Lo the new currency plan now under
considerntion in the house, 1t Is doubt-
ful whether it will be adopted by that
body, while it is practically assured
that it cannot pass the sennte, The out-
slde opposition to it I8 very strong and
stendily growing, and if the house has
any regard for publie senthment the
Carlisle bill will bo rejected by that
body. A solld republican oppogition to
it in the sennte, should it reach thero,
Is certnin, and probably o muaber of
democratie senntors wonld also oppose
It. As there Is nothing to be appre
Liended from these sources, what other
danger is there Indoeing the banks to
necumilate gold at the expense of the
treasury amd (o the embarvassment of
the government?

There s no real danger, whatever
fancied enuses for apprehension there
muy be, This being the ease, there Is
warrant for the belef, which is be-
coming auite general, that the course
of the bunks is In pursuance of o com-
man understunding  among  them, and
that the purpose is either to force the
government to issue more bonds or to
obigin such legislation from congress
a8 these instltutions desire. It may be
sotewhat hoarsh to say that the eastern
hanks are consplring against the treas.
ury, and, therefore, againsgt the govern-
ment, but this Is helpg sald, and if the
course that has been pursued 18 por-
sisted In It will not be long before the
beller will become genepal that such s
the case. Nothing mwore detrimental Lo
the banking luterest of the country
could bappen than the growil of such
o belef awong the people. It would
enormously stréngthen the opposition
to the mpatioual banks, and perbaps to
#ll banks.

“The Soulh Dakota experiment station has
made a very comprehensive and exhauetive
experiment In feeding ground wheat to hoge
The pork from that feeding {8 pronounced
superior to any other.

“The feeding should be begun by giving
vory small guantities to the animal. 1t
should be mixed with chopped hay or with
other graln.  The department will furnish

HERBERT ON ARMOR PLATE.

The senate committer on naval affairs had
the armor plate resolution under considera-
tlon at its meeting today, and postponed
final action on it until the next mecting.
The members of (he committee were today fur-
nlghed. printed copies of the testimony of Sve-
retary Herbert taken bBifore the committer
at it: last mecting, In his testimony the
gecretary explainsg why he 340 not divert
the contract. Ho sald: “When the onse
came up before the department there were
two courses opem to me; one was to ahro-
gate the ocontracts with the Carnegles en-
tirely and refuse to allow them to make
any more armor plate, giving all the armor

1o

to the Bethlohem company.  The objection
tn this eourse was tlhat the Bethlehem com-
pany had fte bhands full at this time and

wis behind with its contracts.  Thig Investi-
gation by the committee, you will remember,
took place more than a year ago. It would
have taken fully eighteen months for thi
Bethlehem  company to complete its own
oontracts.  Not only woull the government
have been delayed, but there was nothing
to compensate for the delny, 1 could not
get the work done any more cheaply else-
where.  Any new company that might have
bid for the work before undertaking It woull
have to extend {ts plant and put in a large
amount of expensive machinery.

"l sent for the prosident of the Bethlehem
company and inquired of him whether, if
I ecould get more battleships ordered, his
company could make armor more cheaply
than it was then doing, the prices paid (he
two companies belng the same. Of course
[ did not let him know of the investigation
that was golng on. His reply was that he
could not make any lower rate. 8o it was
olgar that, firet, If I abrogated the contraoct
with the Carnegie company and gave it to the
Bethlehem company th's would be to delny
the delivery of armor, for which the ships
were already waiting, for one.or two years,
or else 1 must fimdl some other company to
take the contract, and thers was no qgther
company equipped to make the armor that
wias needed, Under these conditions I de-
termined to let (his company go on, pro-
vided it should piy damnges.

"The department knew that some of these
plates were defective, but It was belleved
they would stand the ballistic test: that is
the lowest test. The eompany was bound to
make them as much better than this as It
could and was liable in damages for Itd
fallure to do so. I thought, therefore, it
was better to leave the plates on the ships
and slmply assess the damages."

Mr. Herbert also sald the Inspecting officers
had not been as diligent as they might have
bzen, and added: *'Since the discovery of
thege frauds they have been more vigllant,
not only there, but elsewhere, and In two
cases since that time two other companies
have been detected In fraud. Inspectors at
the Carnegle works wers Imposed on for
the remson that they were not present at
night. Now they inspect day aod night."

In the course of his tistimony he sald:
“One thing 1 will say, If all these plates
could be good and stand the ballistie test,

Arbitration in Fravoee.

WABHINGTON, Dee, 18.—~Those who are
interested In framing a code of arbitration
laws to prevent or terminate strikes and
lockouts may find suggestions in a report
maide to the State department by United
States consul Whiley at St. Ettlenne, em-
bodying the detalls of the French law of
1802, and a summary of Its practien]l re-
gults, The detalls are very clear, and sta-
tigtles are given for the yenr 1893, when
there were 634 sirikes In France, In 108
cases recourse was had to the arbitration
act, In thirty-seven of these cases the em-
ployers and in six cnses the workingmen
refused to aceept arbitration. In two cuases
both sides declined to accept the Andings.

Pornvians Incroasing Tobheco Dutles. =
WASHINGTON, Dee. 19—FProbably to
meet the emergencies of the rebellion, the
Peruvian government has already inereased
the duties on clgars, clgareties and tobacco
from others than South and Central Amer-
lean countries, which is now taxed at 160
soles per Kllogram; ordinary clgiarettes at
50 soles per 1,000 packages, and Havana clg-
arcites at 10 goles, The daties on other
forms of tobacco are in proportion, and the
Bovernment offers at public auction the duty
on the consumption of tobacco for a period
of two years,
